Another Mj sterlenti Ocean Disaster.
New York, April 30. A Rio Janeiro

letter gives the particulars of the loss of
the French steamer Gambe, which left
that port on March -- 4th, bound for
Bordeaux. Like the steamer Atlantic,
the officers cau only account for her
going ashore on the hypothesis that the
wind had been prevailing for many
days strong and steadily from the south
and southwest, which may have occa-
sioned a slight iucrease of the coast
current, of which sufficient notice was
not taken; and, as the night was thick
and stormy, it was impossible to see any
distance ahead. But the wreck of the
Gambe differed from that of the Atlantic
in this, that not one of the great
number of passengers on board, was lost.
The vessel was due at Bahia ou the
twenty-sixt- h, and at two o'clock ou the
morning of thetweuty-aeveut- h she went
on the reef known as the Java rocks.
As the passengers were all asleep in
their rooms, the sudden blow of the
steamer awoke them, and occasioned
the greatest confusion and alarm. The
prompt decision and conduct of the offi-

cers, however, served in a great measure
to allay the excitement. The vessel's
launches were lowered and manned by
six iu the morning. The passengers
had all I eeu safely lauded at the towu
of Abrantes.

When on searching in the
iava chasms the bodies of Captain
Thomas and Lieutenant A. P. Howe,
fourth artillery, and Lieutenant Thomas
F. Wright, twelfth infantry, were
found. First-lieutena- nt Arthur Cran-
ston, fourth artillery, has not been
found, and it is supposed they were
killed. Lietenant George M. Harris,
and B. Semig
were seriously, though I hope not dan-
gerously wounded. Thirteen enlisted
men were killed and wounded. All the
officers and a part of the men remained
together and fought like heroes, but the
Indians had secured the advantage of
jtosition before being discovered, lhe
remains of the officers will be taken to
Yreka The bodies of four
warriors have been found at or near the
scene of battle.

Tbe Minnesota Massacres Horrible
truel.les and Treacheries

of the Indians.

Rewards or Merit by the Government
for Crimes and Fiendishnes

Why Not Keep it up .'

Letter to the New York Tribune.;
In the spring of 1862, when the Sioux

sat in council to consider the question of
exterminating the "pale-faces- " of Min-

nesota, the exterminators urged the
policy of embracing that opportunity ot
ridding the cselves of their hated neigh-
bors and taking possession of their much
coveted goods, because a recent call for
troops must drain the State of her de-

fenders. The general government hav-
ing all it could do to crush the rebellion,
could not interfere. That was the
time: Then or never. P.ut the more
timid feared the consequences and
held back, until Little Crow, who was a
wise old bird, and had studied the In-
dian policy of the nation, assured them
there was no danger. "White man," he
said, "not like Indian; "white man's
heart soft; white man kill Indian. In-
dian catch him, scalp him, kill him:
Indian kill white man; white man
catch Indian, feed him, give him blan-

kets!" On this hint they acted, aud
with full expectation of being rewarded
with food and blankets. The worst
came. They murdered nearly or quite
one thousand people, principally women
and children. Babies they shut up in
the ovens of cook-stove- s, built fires in
the fire chambers, and roasted them.
Some they tied two and two, by one
wrist, hung them across a fence, and
left them to die. In one place they
hung eight in a row. They collected
small children and shut them up in
rooms to starve; then maimed the pa-

rents and bound them to trees, where
they might hear their cries without be-in- g

"able to go to them. They cut off the
feet of several little boys, unjointing
them cunningly, and leaving the suffer-
ers to die. They vioiated the persons of
women and girls less than nine years of
age, in presence of husbands, fathers and
mothers. They committed every enor-
mity possible," many utterly incon-
ceivable in any but Indians. The par-
ties first attacked were, generally
those with whom they had been on the
most friendly terms. Houses in wliich
they had been most hospitably enter-
tained were sacked among the earliest.
The Chippawas, who had intended to
join them, were deterred by the non-arriv- al

of their ammunition and the
of their allies, who were hur-

ried on to the decisive blow by the
drunken zeal of two of their number,
who murdeied a family before tfae ap-
pointed time.

REPRISALS BY THE WHITES.
Two days after the main massacre,

two compauies of new recruits marched
out of St Cloud to join the regiment at
Fort Schnelling, leaving with their
wives such arms as they could spare.
They had waited until the last
moment, hoping for an order coun-
termanding that which required
them to move, and So had not
time to walk. Their departure
nearly drained the town of means of
transportation as well as men. Those wo-
men and children who wasted to go with
them were left behind fr lack of
wagons and horses. Next day, Hole-iu-the-D-

sent us word that he would
retain his young warriors a certain num-
ber of days, waiting for Commissioner
Dole. If he did uot arrive at Chippewa
headquarters by that time, he would no
louger be answerable for them. The
St. Cloud men intercepted a wagon-loa- d

of ammunition on its way to his young
warriors, aud got ready t give them a
warm welcome.

They therefore postponed their visit
Next year he went to Washington, got
ten thousand dollars as a reward for
merit, took a seventh wife, and came
home iu a blaze of glory. Minuesota
men aud volunteers from other States
went after the Sioux, captured four or
live hundred warriors, and brought them
iu as prisoners. They organized a court,
tried them, found three hundred guilty
of murder in the first degie?, and sen-
tenced them to be hanged. The general
government interfered, aud would not
permit the execution of any but those
found guilty of murder aud rape. As
they had left few witnesses alive, only
thirty-nin- e were convicted of this double
charge. These were hanged, while the
others were paid, got their blankets, ac
cording to the Little Crow plan, and
were turned loose, well-arme- d aud
equipped for more massacres.

In the heat of public indignation, just
uow, General Sherman talks of exter-
minating the Modocs. Two weeks will
probably modify the order, and in about
two mouths public sentiment will d,

no doubt, that these noble red
men of the forest shall get their food
and their blankets, and government will
add a Spencer rifle apiece, and Richard
will be himself again.

Why not? Are the lives of General
Can by and the two peace commission-
ers of more importance than those of
the thousands of good and true men and
women who have gone to carry civiliza-
tion to the far west, and who have fallen
victims to the treachery and cruelty of
these government pets?

nals. Of these, 72 were issued daily,
viz. : England, 40; Wales, 1 ; Scotland,
9; Ireland, 14; Isles, 2; but in 1873
there are now established and circula-
ted 1538 papers, of which no fewer than
126 are issued daily; showing that the
press of this country has very greatly
extended during tbe last ten years, and
especially so in daily papers, the daily
issues standing 126 against 72 in 1863.
The magazines now in course of publ-catio- u,

ircludiug the quarterly reviews,
number 630, of which 253 are of a de-
cidedly religious character, representing
the Church of England, Wesleyans,
Methodists, Baptists, Independents, Ro-
man Catholics, and other christian
